(AP)—The French Parliament 
tonight elected Rene Coty Presi- 
dent of the French Republic. He 
has been a member .of Parlia- 
ment for 30 years but is vir- 
tually unknown outside his own 
country. 


The count on the thirteenth 
ballot in historic Versailles 
palace was 477 for Coty, 7l- 
year-old Independent Republi- 
can, and 328 for Marcel-Edmond 
oa the Socialist candi- 

ate.

DECLINE IN LIVING 
COSTS FOLLOWING 
8-MONTH ADVANCE 


The Bureau of Labor Statis- 
tic’s cost-of-living index for the 
nation declined 0.3 per cent last 
month from its October level of 
115.4, the first time it has gone 
own since an eight-month ad- 
vance began last February, the 
Government announced today_in 
Washington. The drop was at- 
tributed principally to a 1.4 per 
cent decline in food costs. 

The decline means about 1,100- 
000 railroad employes will not 
get the penny-an-hour wage in- 
crease they would have received 
had the index stayed at its Octo- 
ber level.

TO BAR FREEZING 
IN PIPES ASSAILED 


The cold snap brought a warn- 
ing today from Water Commis- 
sioner Thomas J. Skinker, who 
expressed concern about wastage 
of water that occurs when. users 
leave faucets turned on all night 
to prevent pipes from freezing. 

Skinker said the practice of 
letting faucets run, which usu- 
ally occurs in slum tenements 
which have no central heat, often 

000 to 50,000,000 gal- 
lons a day to the city’s daily 
water consumption, normally 
about 160,000,000 gallons in win- 
ter. 

Most St. Louis residences are 
billed for water on a flat-rate 
basis, Skinker declared, but the 
law requires that meters be in- 
stalled where inspection indi- 
cates wastage. Warning notices 
are beng sent to the Real Estate 
Board and some property own- 
ers, he said. 

In some tenements, it was ex- 
plained, tenants are under in- 
structions from landlords to let 
the faucets run in extremely 
cold weather. Skinker said each 
million gallons which goes down 
drains as waste represents a cost 
to taxpayers of $14.75 in coal 
and chemicals alone.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23—An 
investigation by the Department 
of Agriculture has failed to dis- 
close any evidence of above- 
normal profit-taking by beef and 
cattle processors and distribu-

The inquiry was undertaken 
at the direction of Secretary 
Ezra Taft Benson in September 
after widespread complaints by 


prices in retail outlets remained 
comparatively high while beef 
cattle prices were falling pre- 
cipitously in some areas. 
“There were scattered ex- 


on some of the lower grade 
cattle sold in the local livestock 
markets,” the report, prepared 
by the department's bureau of 
agricultural economics, said in 
part. “There were also a few 
cases of extremely wide margins 
on lower great meat sold in re- 
tail stores. But this was not 
the usual situation. In general, 
the margins picture appeared to 
be fairly stable.” 

In general, said the report, 
it appears that retail prices of 
beef have reflected the declin- 
ing prices for live cattle in 1952 
and 1953. In making its survey, 
the bureau sent survey teams 
into retail meat markets in St. 
Louis, Boston, Buffalo, Jackson- 
ville, Dallas, Seattle, Minneapo- 
lis, Los Angeles, St. Paul, and 
Montgomery, Ala. 

The bureau said it also ob- 
tained records from 34 national 
and local chain store groups 
that sell through some 4000 out- 
lets in 17 major city areas, and 
data from industry associations. 

In seeking to detect any un- 
due spread between prices of 
beef on the hoof and ready for 
sale in retail stores, the study 
gave close study to “marketing 
margins,” which were defined 
as returns for marketing serv- 
ices performed—such as labor, 
rent, supplies and equipment, in 
addition to management and 
profit. 

Distress sales of live cattle as 
a result of the summer drouth 
aggravated the heavy flow of 
cattle to slaughterhouses, said 
the bureau, and resulted in fall- 
ing prices for cattle—practicu- 
larly the lower grades of cattle. 

“Prices of retail beef, whole- 
sale beef carcasses and live eat- 
tle generally followed parallel 
trefids,” the re declared. 
“Certain lags in the adjustments 
of these prices from month to 
month resulted in erratic month- 
to-month variations in margins, 
but such variations have not 
been unusual in the past and are

on Reports, Patrol 


Duty Cited. 


Qualifications of patrolmen 
and other employes in the four 


St. Louis county constable of- 
fices are non- existent“ with 


limited exceptions, the Govern- 


mental Research Institute re- 


ported today. 

The institute, in a study made 
for the Citizens’ Commission on 
Law Enforcement in the coun- 
ty, also found a lack of uni- 
formity among the four dis- 


tricts in the number of hours 
given to police patrol each day 
and numbey of men assigned to 
each patrol car. 

Each constable follows a dif- 
ferent procedure in routing 
copies of reports prepared by his 
patrolmen when written reports 
are required; the institute stated. 

Patrolmen in three districts 
make their investigations “with 
the co-operation and facilities of 
the county sheriff's office,“ but 
one district conducts its work | 
without such assistance, it was 
found. 

“Informal Requirement.” 


Discussing the lack of uni- 
formity on qualifications, the re- 
port said: “In no instance has a 
constable of St. Louis county 
established formal standards for 
employment. Although some in- 
formal requirement is in effect 
in every district, there is a wide 
variation between them. 

“Only one district has a spe- 
cific minimum age qualification 
(25 years). One constable states 
that, in practice, he requires 
new employes to be under 35 
years of age. With these limited 
exceptions — age, height and 
weight—qualifications are non- 
existent.” 

Only one constable requires a 
physical examination for pros- 
pective employes, the institute 
learned. All constables reported 
they made a character investi- 
gation of prospective appointees 
and two of them said that was 
their only pre-employment re- 
quirement. 

The four constables—R. II. 
Baumer of the First District, 
Orion J. Litzinger of the Second, 
Robert Kelley, Third, and Mart- 
in Heutel, Fourth—have a fotal 
of 26 employes, half of whom 
are patrolmen. 

The First District, in the 
north and west sections of the 
county, has a patrol car in sery- 
ice 24 hours a day, the insti- 
tute reported, but the Second. 
in the central section, has only | 
day-time patrol” The Second | 
District’s patrol cars are on the | 
street Monday through Friday 
from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. and on 
Saturday from 5 p.m. to 1 a.m. 

The Third District, also in the 
central part of the county, and 
the Fourth, in the south, provide 
motorized patrol service 19 of 
each 24 hours, the institute 
stated. 

School Patrol Limited. 

“Three of the four constable 
districts give school crossing 
protection but such coverage 
obviously is limited because of 
the relatively limited personnel 
available for such duty,” the re- 
port said. 

In analyzing training given to 
constables’ employes, the insti- 
tute said that all four constables 
and their workers, with the ex- 
ception of some engaged only in 
office tasks, have attended “at 
least once” a 24-hour course of 
police training sponsored by the

‘SCHOOL SURVEY 


GROUP AT ODDS 
OVER METHODS 


Ehrhardt Says Board 
Was Not Told About 
Employing Outside 
Agencies. 


A heated dispute over meth- 
ods to be used in surveying non- 
teaching divisions of the public 
school system arose yesterday 
at the first meeting of a spe- 
cial Board of Education com- 
mittee which will supervise the 
survey. 

The evaluation of non-teach- 
ing operations, similar to a stu- 
dy undertaken two years ago in 
the instruction department, was 
authorized earlier this month by 
the School Board in a split vote 
approving a resolution submit- 
ted by Daniel L. Schlafly. 

The resolution called for an 
evaluation of all “operations, 
practices, procedures and poli- 


cies” of non-instructional de- 
partments, with the survey to 
be directed by a special com- 
mittee composed of the chair- 
men f the board’s three stand- 
ing committees on finance, 
school buildings and instruction. 
Dispute Over Outside Aid. 

The controversy over methods 
to be used in the evaluation 
arose over a proposal by Charles 
H. Christel, chairman of the 


‘school buildings committee, that 


a number of private fact-finding 
groups and educational agencies 
be invited to express their opin- 
ion of the survey, with a view 
to employing outside aid. 
Oscar A. Ehrhardt, president 
of the board, charged that there 
was “pretty bad misrepresenta- 
tion by the person who present- 
ed the resolution to the board.” 
He contended board members 
were not told that the resolu- 
tion would authorize employ- 
ment of outside groups te assist 
in making the survey. 

H. M. Stolar, chairman of the 
finance committee, replied heat- 
edly: “That’s sheer poppycock. 
Unfortunately, Schlafly isn't 
here to explain, but the resolu- 
tion is perfectly plain.” 

Stolar said the resolution gave 
the special committee. “the 
power to study operations from 
every aspect, with whatever 
tools it chooses to use.” He 
declared the committee will 
need “competent sources” of in-

“Attempts by the last Legis- 
was a statement by Robert B. 
Brooks, a member of the board 
of governors of the Automobile 
Club and a former state high- 
way commissioner, calling at- 
tention to a recent report of 
the Highway Commission which 
showed that added receipts un- 
der the new bus-truck fee law 
and increased gasoline tax were 


some $9,000,000 less during the 


first year of operation than had 
been estimated as the minimum 
required. 

“Our whole interest in the 
tax problem,” Brooks's state- 
ment read, “growing out of the 
necessity for adequate highway 
financing, resides in our convic- 


tion that the costs shall be fairly 


and properly allocated so that 


the burden shall be spread over 


the economy where and how it 
truly belongs. 


“Attempts by the last Legis- 


lature (1951-52) to bring about 
an adjustment of this burden to 
accomplish the dual purpose of 
obtaining greater revenue and 
adjusting the commegcial vehicle 
fees equitably seem tO have been 
ineffectual on the basis of fi- 
nancial reports now available 
for the first time. 


Far From Expectations. 
“These reports, coveri the 
first fiscal year duri hich 


the adjusted commercial vehicle 
fees have been levied, indicate 
that the increased revenue from 
the commercial vehicle registra- 
tions have yielded less than one- 
third of the increased revenue 
estimated for the new law at 
the time of its adoption. : 

“The total increase, under the 
new law, in both passenger car, 
bus and truck license plate fees, 
certificates of title and title 
transfers was only $2,610,094 
more than was received from 
this source during the previous 
fiscal year. The increase of 1 
cent a gallon in the state gaso- 
line tax, however, was responsi- 
ble for the full amount of antici- 
pated additional revenue. 

“At the present time, satisfac- 
tory information is not available 
to show the contribution of 
commercial vehicles to the high- 
way fund by weight classifica- 


tions. We are also of the con- 


viction that information can and 
should be developed to disclose 
the added cost of building, main- 
taining roads_of a standard to 
accommodate the demands of 
modern commercial traffic. 

“Therefore, we request, with 
all the emphasis possible, that 
the Missouri State Highway 
Commission engage at once in a 
full and complete study of this 
entire subject to the end that 
factual information can be made 
available to the public and to 
members of the legislature for 
the purpose of considering 
whether or not legislation in the 
direction of a third form of tax 
on heavier commercial vehicles 
is necessary and advisable in 
Missouri.” 

In his letter, Morse pointed 
out that the Board of Governors 
of his organization had unani- 
mously approved the American 
Automobile Association's resolu- 
tion favoring the principles of a 
third form of tax on the heavier 
trucks.

Even 
blackberry thickets, the bob- 
white’s best friend, have with- 
ered and died. Brush piles will 
furnish scant protection from 
their enemies and the birds and 
beasts of prey will decimate 
what little brood stock is left. A 
heavy snow or a sleet storm will 


hide what small amount of grain | 


and seeds is needed for winter 
survival. 

No doubt, the Conservation 
Commission operates a budget 
that is set on anticipated rev- 
enue. The loss of the host of 
hunters, who buy licenses for 
the sole purpose of hunting 
quail, would cut deeply into the 
number of licenses sold. Regard- 
less, the commission should 
squarely face the issue and close 
the quail season in 1954. It 
should be done at an early date 
for there is no question that the 
quail population of Missouri is 
now at an all-time low. Every 
quail that survives the winter 
will be sorely needed for brood 
stock. ’ 

The argument has been of- 
fered that other states did not 
profit by closing the season on 
quail, but our chances to bring 
bobwhite back are good because 
we still have the habitat and 
enough survivors left to insure 
good hunting in the future. 
Sportsmen who look forward to 
the future will acclaim such a 
move. They realize that, after 
tramping the fields and forests 
during the past season and 
spending days without finding a 
single bird, only drastic measures 
will insure them of pleasant days 
spent afield in the years to come.

Washington Likely to Send Moscow Note 
Suggesting Ways to Begin Discussions 
—Dulles Says Eisenhower Didn’t Limit 
Exchange to His Own Proposal.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP). 

HE United States probably will send Russia a new note soon 
welcoming its avowed agreement to atomic talks and suggest- 
ing ways to get them started. 
Top officials, who are still going over Moscow’s Monday. mes- 
sage with a magnifying glass, have yet to decide precisely how 
this country should proceed. Some authorities believe an exchange 
through normal diplomatic channels will be undertaken.

However, such planning is go- 
ing forward in the State Depart- 
ment and Atomic Energy Com- 
mission on the assumption that 
secret talks among the world 
powers will open under the spon- 
sorship of the United Nations 
Disarmament Commission in late 
January. 


A preliminary exchange of 
views which could be carried on 
by ambassadors, or perhaps by 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles and Foreign Minister V. 
M. Molotov at the projected Ber- 
lin conference, might serve to 
clear the air of misunderstand- 
ings if any exist, officials said. 


The Russian note conditionally 
agreeing to talks said President 
Eisenhower's proposal for an in- 
ternational atomic energy pool 
for peaceful purposes needed 
clarification—apparently on the 
point of what the President would 
do about weapons control. 


Dulles said in his speech to 
the National Press Club yester- 
day the world might see a re- 
cession of the horror of atomic 
warfare” in 1954 as a result of 
America’s initiative in reviving 
atomic talks and Russian agree- 
ment to participate. 


Broad Discussion Indicated. 

Dulles broadly indicated the 
United States is ready to discuss 
atomic weapons with Russia. 
The Soviet reply had criticized 
the President's plan on the 
ground that it would not re- 
move the threat of atomic weap- 
ons. 

Dulles, in answering news- 
men’s questions after his ad- 
dress, said Eisenhower did not 
limit the talks to his own 
atomic-pool-for-peace proposal, 
and Dulles said he thought that 
fully answered the question 
about discussing weapons with 
the Soviets. 

Asked whether he thought the 
Russian message contained any 
kind of a booby-trap, Dulles said 
the Soviets were always trying 
to set up pre-conditions hoping 
to wring some concession from 
the United States as the price 
for even joining a conference. 

“Let me say, we're on to that 
game,” he said. 

Dulles said, however, he does 
not believe there was any catch 
in the Soviet note that would 
jeopardize the President's pro- 
posal, and with some emphasis 
he declared “we shall not go 
into a conference on atomic 
energy” that would threaten 
United States principles in ad- 
vance. 

Facing Two Major Steps. 

Authorities said two major 
moves must now be worked out 
in detail: ‘ 

1. The international atomic 


agency which Eisenhower pro- 
posed in his United Nations 


speech Dec. 8 must be blue- 
printed so that the United States 
will be able to spell out pre- 
cisely what kind of operation it 
would like to see, with what kind 
of management, and with what 
safeguards against use for war 
of any atomic materials con- 
tributed for peaceful uses. 

2. An answer must be worked 
out to what appears to be n 
modified Soviet proposal which 
probably represents the Krem- 
lin's “new approach” to the prob- 
lem of atomic control. Moscow's 
note served notice that the So- 
viet government would propose 
in any talks held that all par- 
ticipating nations pledge them- 
selves not to use atomic weap- 
ons. g 


United Nations experts gaid. 
this was a change from Russia's 
earlier insistence on barring the 
manufacture or possession of 
atomic weapons as a first step 
in international control of atomic 
energy. This country has insist- 
ed that a rigid inspection system 
be set up first. 

The Soviet note made clear 
that the Kremlin was not giving. 
up its demand for a complete 
bar—but thought that a pledge 
against use something like tho 
poison’ gas agreements of earlier 
years might be effective: 


While Dulles discussed the 
atomic outlook briefly in his 
speech with some optimism, 
however cautious, experts: said 
the gulf between the basic po- 
sitions of Russia and the United 
States remains as wide as ever 
on the basis of the positions they 
have taken in the course of this 
month, The real gain, accord- 
ing to this view, lies only in the 
fact that active talks may soon 
start up again, * 


Eisenhowers Aim. 

What Eisenhower sought to do 
with his proposal was to suggest 
a way in which the United 
States, Russia and such other 
nations as Britain, Canada, Aus- 
tralia, South Africa and Belgium; 
could work together to produce. 
atomic power for peaceful pur- 
poses for many countries in the 
world. He voiced a hope that this 
experience would lead eventual- 
ly to a system of international 
controls and to the foolproof 
elimination of atomic weapons. 

On the face of it, American 
acceptance of a pledge not to 
use atomic weapons seems at 
this stage to be virtually un- 
thinkable. United States mili- 
tary planning now regards 
atomic weapons as being con- 
ventional — that is, like gun- 
powder weapons. The Soviets 
are fully aware of this. They ap- 
pear to have hit upon a new de- 
vice which they hope will give 
them a propaganda weapon 
against the United States.

In assessing the situation in 
this: country, to be sure, the 
comparative method has got to 
be adopted. For. the Burmese 
people embarked on their stormy 
voyage as an independent na- 
tion with all the odds against 
them. 

Life Under British Rule. 

Under British rule, the Bur- 
mese had been excluded from 
almost every important depart- 
ment of their own national life. 
Commerce, industry and banking 
were the provinces of the Brit- 
ish; the Indians and the Chinese. 
The army was manned by tribal 
peoples. The police and the rail- 
roads were largely staffed by 
Anglo-Burmans. For the Bur- 
mese themselves, only rice farm- 
ing ahd the subordinate ranks 
2 gay colonial civil service were 
eft. 


Thus the national struggle for 
independence was the only sig- 
nificant preparatory experience 
of the leaders of the new Burma. 
In that struggle, the local Com- 
munists fought hard and well; 
and the Burma government was 
inevitably launched with the 
Communists as equal partners. 
Then Burma’s George Washing- 
ton, Aungsan, and all the other 
senior Burmese leaders were 
murdered at a cabinet meeting 
by the power-hungry intriguer 
U Saw. Thereupon he unsuc- 


cessfully sought. to seize power 
by the — armed re · 


The chief inheritors of the 
government were the wise 
Prime Minister, U Nu, the tough 
and able socialist boss who is 
now war minister, U Ba Swe, 
and the brilliant socialist idea 
man, U Kyaw Nyein. They did 
not inherit much. 

Country Ruined by War. 

The country was still utterly 
ruined by the war. Besides the 
Communists, the warlike Karen 
people were also in revolt. In 
addition about 100,000 Burmese 
had obtained arms and lived as 
guerrillas in the war; and many 
thousands of them had settled 
down to a postwar life of ban- 
ditry. At first the government 
of Burma had to be carried on 
inside a barbed wire entangle- 
ment in a Rangoon suburb, and 


the government’s authority did 
not extend much beyond the 
barbed wire. 
Today, four years later, the 
Government’s authority loosely 
extends over all of Burma. Eco- 
nomic life has gradually re- 
sumed. The work of reconstruc- 
tion is slowly going forward. 
The outlawed Communists have 
sought to regain a legal foothold 
through a front organization, the 
Burma workers and peasants 
party. But this Communist ef- 
fort has got nowhere either in 
the labor movement or in any 
other sector pf national life. 
Meanwhile U Baswe's efficient 
Burmese army of 50,000 men 
(which he wants to expand) and 
a smart militarized police force 
numbering another 20,000 have 
been successfully struggling with 
the problem of insurgency. The 
munist guerrillas have been 

wen from their . “liberated 
areas” and cut down to size. So 
have the stronger Karen rebels. 
Both groups are on the run. 

Indeed, the long awaited, des- 
perately longed for final re- 
storation of order in Burma 
would now be taking place, if 
it were not for one thing: The 
Burma government has now had 
to divert nearly two thirds of 
its armed forces, to deal with 
refugee Chinese Nationalists led 
by Gen. Li Mi. 

Leaders Have Done Well. 

By any standard, the Bur- 
mese government has done well. 
What is almost more interesting 
is the sobering and maturing 
effect of prolonged and heavy 
responsibility on the Burmese 
leaders. Four years ago, these 
men quite sincerely took what 
may be called the Aneurin 
Bevan view of the world. (Some 
day, in truth, there is an essay 
to be written on the dire in- 
fluence of the sillier sort of 
British Socialist on innocent and 
unprotected Asians.) 

Today, the Burmese leaders 
still insist on their policy of 
“standing aside” from the world 


struggle between the Western |. 


these men as I have done. You 
will find at once that this Bur- 
mese policy, which outwardly 
resembles Indian policy, em- 
phatically does not involve any 
of the self delusion that Jawa- 
harlal Nehru seems to find ir- 
resistible. 


On the contrary, the Burmese 
leaders see all the great prob- 
lems of Asia—the growth of 
Chinese power; the danger in 
Indochina; the threat of chaos 
in Indonesia — in the clearest 
and most realistic light. They 
walk softly in their dealings with 
the Communistic bloc because 
they know their small country 
is just as strategically vital as 
Indochina; and because they un- 
derstand that as China’s neigh- 
bors they are in a situation of 
great peril. 

Yet they are ruthlessly firm 


in their dealings with the Bur- 


mese Communists; and they are 
grimly determined to defend 
Burma’s independence jn the 
last ditch, if need be. In these 
circumstances, they deserve a lot 


more consideration than they 
have received from the Western 


powers in general and the 


American policy makers in par- 
ticular. Burma is no päradise. 
It is very far as yet from being 


a position of strength. But the 
Burmese situation is one of the 
few hopeful situations in disor- 
dered Asia.

EDGAR HOOVER told a supersecret meeting of the House 


Appropriations Committee 


(judiciary subcommittee) recently 


4 that to the best of his knowledge no Communist agents hold 
any policy-making jobs in the Government. A few suspected Reds 
in minor Government jobs are still under FBI surveillance, but 
that is all Hoover told the committee. . 


Hoover admitted under ques- 
tioning that he did not favor 
making public the secret FBI 
reports on Harry Dexter White. 
He said he made the files pub- 
lic when ordered to do so by 
Attorney General, Brownell. 

In à parallel ease in 1951. 
Hoover said, both he and former 
Attorney General Howard Me- 
grath had refused to give any 
of the FBI secret files on Com- 
munism to a Democratic Red- 
hunting committee headed by 
9 Millard Tydings of 
Maryland. 

The FBI chief also testified 
that less than 10 per cent of em- 
ployes discharged from the Jus- 
tice Department under the loy- 
alty program were proved Com- 
munists or fellow travelers. 

The rest were so-called se- 
curity risks, including alcoholics, 
incompetents and employes who 
for one reason or another could 
be blackmailed.

That misconception is the grand 
generalization, for this British re- 
porter, who decries the lack of faith 
the Americans have in the U.N., fails 
Ao see or does not want to see the 
‘simple truth, which is that some 
Americans believe in the U.N. and 
others don't. 

In Europe during the summer of 
3953, I met many other Europeans 
who also through ignorance blindly 
generalized about the American 
“scene. One German schoolteacher, 
‘whom I met in a third class compart- 
ment in West Germany, believed the 
American people were afraid to speak 
against. McCarthy or read Karl Marx 
for fear of being put in prison. 

» It took several hours for me to con- 
‘vince her that the books of Kar! 
Marx could be found in public and 
‘university libraries throughout the 
country, that people can denounce 
McCarthy or the political party in 
er without fear of being im- 
prisoned. and that the few examples 
of freedom infringement in the 
“United States which she heard about 
did not justify saying America is no 
longer free. 
This was just one experience I had 
of at least 40 of a similar nature. 

1 believe that fewer unfounded 
“statements stich as the British re- 
porter made, and fewer misunder- 
gtandings between America and her 
Allies would arise if Americans and 
Europeans would be less apt to gen- 

‘about one another.

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Bleak Tuesday 


The first Tuesday of this waning year was a 
White Tuesday which made St. Louis ridiculous, 
tying up traffic with only two inches of snow. 

The next-to-last Tuesday of this year was not 
very white so the results to urban life were 
even more ridiculous. Automobiles crawled and 
stalled, busses. and streetcars crept along in 
traffic jams, all because of a driblet of freezing 
rain and a gust of powdery snow, 

What’s wrong with St. Louis? 

We think most of the citizens caught in Tues- 
day’s motoring misery would agree that the 
area's main highways and streets are simply not 
big enough to hold the traffic. 

This is true during the rush hour in good 
weather. In bad weather, urban movement comes 
nearly to a standstill. 


In the past year the City of St. Louls made 


some notable improvements through its Master 
Traffic Control Plan. Mayor Tucker wisely 
has just vetoed the Board of Aldermen's first 
attempt to change that plan by relaxing parking 
restrictions on South Grand boulevard. 

No doubt the area's present streets still could 
be put to better use, especially in the county. 
And staggered working hours downtown would 
help to relieve the rush hour jam—though the 
jam itself already staggers through two hours or 
more, morning and evening. ‘ 

+ „ * 

But the ice-cold fact of Tuesday is that there 
is not enough pavement in the metropolitan area 
to move the increasing number of vehicles at 
any consistent speed at all. Not all the palliatives 
that can be inverited will answer the lack of 
space for traffic and transit movement. 

Greater St. Louis needs expressways, and it 
is not close to getting what it needs. 

The only expressway in the area was built 17 
years ago. 

The new Third street highway is finally being 
canstructed, seven years after the city began 
considering where to put it. 

The main Ozark, Mark Twain and Daniel 
Boone expressways exist only on paper. Nothing 
is likely to be done about them in the near 
future unless the city can shore up its finances 
through a continued earnings tax, unless the 
county accepts the $44,732,000 bond issue to be 
voted on Feb. 9, and unless the city and county 
and their residents quit arguing over routes. 

Even when that is accomplished, the express- 
ways will not be completed for 20 years. They 
are needed right now. 


St. Louis has to be more realistic about this 
dream of future expressways. The city and 
county together should be exploring ways to 
build them in a good deal less than 20 years. 
And the problem is not insoluble. 

* + * 


The Federal and State Governments are 
pledged to put up construction money for the 


expressways, if the community can agree on- 


routes and provide rights-of-way. A metropolitan 
agency of some kind could issue bonds against 
these anticipated federal and state’ funds, and 
use the bond money to get expressways built. 

Power to accomplish this could be placed 
with the Bi-State Agency or with the proposed 
metropolitan transit district which the free- 
holders are drawing up. Whatever the agency, 
it could also be empowered to impose tolls on 
motorists to back up its bonds. The toll system 
is only a last resort, but it is one way to build 
roads when they are needed and not years later. 

In any case St. Louis and St. Louis county 
have to face the fact that they are nowhere near 
to building a modern highway system, And 
new cars are pouring onto the same old streets. 

Traffic will continue to slow down until broad 
new pavements are laid. Is St. Louis going to 
wait 20 more years to lay them?

Saga of the Stavangerfjord 
The sagas of the seas have not yet all been 
sung—or even lived, as Capt. Olaf Bjoernstad 
demonstrated by crossing the storm-swept At- 
lantic in a rudderless luxury liner, Capt. Bjoern- 
stad is evidently a believer in the slogan of the 
United States Air Force: The difficult we do 


immediately. The impossible takes a little long- 


er.“ In Capt. Bjoernstad’s case the impossible 
took only two days longer than the routine 11- 
day schedule from New York to Oslo. 

Off Newfoundland, three days and 1000 miles 
out of New York, a hurricane wrecked the rud- 
der of the Norwegian American Lines’ Sta- 
vangerfjord. Besides the crew of 300 there were 
more than 600 passengers aboard, most of them 
Americans of Scandinavian origin on the way 
to their former homelands for Christmas—many 
of them from Minnesota and Wisconsin. 


Bjoernstad first turned back, then figured he 
could make it. Two days and nights his ship rode 
without making any progress, Then, refusing 
the British tug Turmoil’s offer of a tow, he set 
course and, using his engine power and vary- 
ing the speed of his twin propellers, one after 
the other, to steer, the captain brought his pas- 
sengers and crew safely to home port. Seven 
thousand people lined the Oslo waterfront to 
cheer their arrival, 

In this season of faith, it is a stirring story 
of one man's faith in his ship—and in himself. 
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Disturbing Prospect for Schools 

At the outset, the excuse for shelving the 
recommendations of the Missouri’s Citizens’ 
Commission for the Study of Education and 
appointing a joint legislative committee under 
State Senator C. R. Hawkins, Brumley Repub- 
lican, to re-survey the field was a weak one. 
Now it seems on the verge of total collapse. 

The handwriting appeared on the wall with 
the selection of a 29-member advisory board to 
help Senator Hawkins and his associates prepare 
a report for submission to the 1955 Legislature. 

There are some good citizens on this board. 
There is ground for fear, however, that the ma- 
jority is representative of Missouri’s school lobby 
and those who, perhaps with good motives, are 
likely to go along with the lobby. 

Frankly, we dread continued support for the 
bad practice of passing around state school 
funds without as much educational financing on 
the local level as there should be. No doubt, a 
bit of reforming and improvement will be sug- 
gested hefe and there. But it is hard to envision 
a report such as the one prepared by the Citi- 


rens Commission. not to mention the half-dozen 


study committees and the outstate professional 


consultants named to help the work. 


Some of the old commission’s recommenda- 
tions—especially the formula for making sure 
that individual school districts carry their fair 
share of the school load—may have seemed 
almost radical“ to those wedded to the old ways 
of Missouri school management. So there was 
some ground for studying the syggestions, But 
can a relatively weak board improve the work 
of a good one? 

Undoubtedly, some of the more devoted and 
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disinterested members of the new Hawkins board 
‘believe in being realistic, in trying to get the 


best results under conditions as they are. They 
may well seek to persuade Senator Hawkins and 
his associates to accept most of the Citizens’ 
Commission's. findings. We hope they can do so. 
They will be going against the odds, but for 
their sake—and for the sake of the public schools 
of Missouri—we are keeping our fingers crossed. 
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Support for the President 
It is good news that 13 Republican Congress- 
men, who describe themselves as rank and file“ 
members, have been to the White House to as- 
sure President Eisenhower of their support for 


2 “progressive, dynamic” legislative program. 


That is just the kind of encouragement the 
President, needs to offset the disaffection among 
reactionary G. O. P. House members, including al! 
too many chairmen of important committees. 
Surely these 13 are only the organizing squad— 
that many more “rank and file” Republicans will 
be recruited to encourage the White House in 
presenting a forward-looking program to the 
Congress. 

Missourians who supported Eisenhower for 
the presidency will look in vain for the name of 
a single Republican House member from this 
state. Congressman Curtis of Webster Groves 
was not among the 13. Congressman Short of 
Galena was not among them. Nor Congressman 
Hillelson of Independence. Nor Congressman 
Cale of St. Joseph. 

As for Illinois Republicans, there are 16 of 
them in the House out of a delegation of 25. Yet 
not a single one of them went with the group of 
13 G. O. P. members to tell President Eisenhower 
to push for a progressive program with voter 
appeal. 

President Eisenhower deserves better support 
than that from the 20 Republican Representa- 


tives who sit in Congress from Missouri and 
Illinois, 
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Two Men in Korea 


Two high-ranking American churchmen are in 
Korea to spend the Christmas season with the 
United States troops on duty there. They are 
Cardinal Spellman, Roman Catholic Archbishop 
of New York, and Methodist Bishop William C. 
Martin of Dallas, who is president of the Na- 
tional Council of the Churches of Christ in the 
U.S.A. 

This demonstration of interest in the spiritual 
welfare of the youthful wearers of the uniform 
is bound to be a reassurance of parents whatever 
their faiths. And it is not the first time that 
church leaders have been with the troops at 
Christmas in the Pacific. A year ago when Car- 
dinal Spellman and Protestant Evangelist Billy 
Graham were in Korea, the fighting was still 
in progress. Now the guns are stilled but need 
for solace and comfort for those so far from 
home is as great as ever. 

Bishop Martin and Cardinal Spellman ever- 
seas exemplify the spirit of the Christmas season 
at its truest. 
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Rhode Island's Stake in the Union 


Rhode Island makes a sensible point in enter- 
ing the off-shore oil case. In its request for per- 
mission from the United States Supreme Court 
to contest the submerged lands act of last year, 
its Attorney General, William E. Powers, points 
out that “it has practically no natural resources.” 

“To Rhode Island, therefore,” Mr. Powers says, 
“it is of prime importance that its equality with 
its sister states be preserved intact so that it 
may honorably hold its place within this Union.” 

It might be thought that a question so closely 
affecting the very essence of a Union had been 
settled when the American States decided that 
confederation was not enough. It was, roughly, 
such a settlement that transformed a confedera- 
tion, weak and insecure, into a union, sound and 
strong. Since then, the resources of all the states 
have been used for the benefit of every one of 
the states in a multiplicity of ways—among 
them the development of rivers, harbors, high- 
ways and schools. 

Rhode Island, adding its voice to that of Ala- 
bama in petitioning the Supreme Court for an 
opportunity for direct challenge of the sub- 
merged lands act, speaks in terms that have 
made the Union a practicable reality. It bespeaks 
the most fundamental of all state rights—-the 
right of every state to share the dignity and 
equality of Union. 
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The Railroads’ Response 

Member railroads of the Association of West- 
ern Railways have again responded generously 
to the needs of their region for drouth relief. 
Half-price freight rates on hay for drouth- 
stricken farmers have been extended from Dec. 
31 to March 31. The railroads’ co-operation has 
been invaluable in helping the livestock and 
dairying industries of Missouri to come back 
from the staggering blows dealt to them by the 
prolonged drouth. By sharing the adversity of 
the region they serve, they have earned the best 
sort of right to share in its returning prosperity. 
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Investigation for Fraud —or Politics? 

If there is evidence that fraud was com- 
mitted in the New Mexico senatorial election in 
1952, let it by all means be brought to publie 
attention for action. If it can be shown that the 
will of the voters was thwarted and that Repub- 
lican Patrick J. Hurley was indeed elected and 
not Democratic Senator Dennis Chavez, let that 
be presented to the Senate when the new ses- 
sion of Congress meets. 

But if there is no more to the findings of 
the Senate Elections subcommittee than has 
been reported so far, the New Mexico investiga- 
tion is something the Senate can stop spending 
money on. Up to now about $100,000 has been 
invested in the recount, interrogations and 
checking of ballots for illegal markings, Yet Sen- 
ator Barrett of Wyoming, Republican chairman 
of the subcommittee, wants to keep the investi- 
gation going. He proposes to send more ballot 
checkers into New Mexico. His colleagues on the 
subcommittee, Senator Potter, Michigan Repub- 
lican, and Senator Hennings, Missouri Democrat, 


are against reopening the inquiry on the grounds 


that further pursuit is unjustified. 

This is a question about which the Republicans 
in the Senate would do well to do some thinking. 
Is the idea to seat Gen. Hurley in order to win 
back the numerical advantage which they had 


in the last session? If so they will run the risk 


of splitting the Senate wide open on party lines. 
If that happens they will deprive President 
Eisenhower of support across the aisle that he 
must have to enact a legislative program. 


The issue in New Mexico can be simply put: 


It the election was stolen, it should be pos- 
sible to demonstrate that as a fact after all 
these months of investigating. If the election 
was not stolen, then the issue should be dropped, 
and the heavy expenditures charged up to trial 
and error. 
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A Tropical Christmas

The two great European traditions, 
Latin and Anglo-Saxon, that spread over 


the Americas, one to the south, the 


other to the north, met head-on in 
Puerto Rico: And nowhere is the re- 
sulting fusion—or confusion—more ap- 
parent than in the customs of Christ- 
mastime. 


For better or for worse, almost all the 
elements of a United States yuletide can 
be seen on the island. Christmas trees, 
pungent and incongruous under the trop- 
ical sun, join the ubiquitous plastic toys, 
balloons, and souvenirs of every descrip- 
tion that are forever arrayed for sale 
along San Juan's historic streets. 

Christmas cards, with sentiments in 
Spanish or English, are neatly displayed 
on easels. To complete the picture, a 
Spanish-speaking Santa Claus, swelter- 
ing in the customary fur and felt, stands 
in the window of the leading department 
store. 


Another Anglo-Saxon custom being 
grafted to the main stem of Puerto 
Rican culture is the exchanging of gifts 
on Dec. 25. The Nativity celebration 
used to consist chiefly of the Christmas 
eve Misa del Gallo, or Mass of the Cock, 
the sumptuous family supper that fol- 
lowed, and, especially in rural areas, 
a merry round of music and dancing. As 
in so many Catholic countries, the 
youngsters had to wait for their presents 
until Jan. 6, anniversary of the Magi’s 
arrival at the stable with their gifts for 
the Christ Child. 


Santa and the Wise Men 


But een. years they have come 
to expect just as much of a return on 
the offerings they set out for Santa on 
the night before Christmas as on the 
boxes of corn or grass they put beneath 
their beds for the Wise Men's camels 
on the night of Jan, 5. 


In private homes the traditional naci- 
miento or manger scene has been gradu- 
ally displaced by the ornamented tree as 
the focal point of Christmas decora- 
tions, but it is holding its own in the 
churches, schools, and other public 
places. So visitors to the island ‘still 
have a chance to see these miniature 
replicas that mirror, as do few other 
forms of artistic expression, the Puerto 
Rican's religious» devotion, sensitivity 
and tenderness toward the beautiful 
island of his birth. 


The Bedouins, the wastelands of the 
Arabian desert, and the flat roofs and 
mud walls of Bethlehem are forgotten, 
and the Child is reborn amid the sharp 
little sugar-loaf hills, lofty mountains, 
and protected valleys of the fresh and 
verdant Puerto Rican countryside. 

Every slope and every seemingly Inac- 
cessible peak is dotted with bohios—the 
tiny country cottages that stand on 
stilts. One fancies that if he could only 
peer closely enough, he would even see 
the flaming flores de pascuas (Christmas 
flowers or poinsettias), bougainvillea, 
and hibiscus bordering the hard-packed, 
clean-swept yards. 


Art of the Saint-Makers 


To Puerto Rico, the Spaniards brought 
the medieval religious images that 
served so well to teach their faith to 
the native populations. But as time 
passed and ties with the mother coun- 
try weakened, the flow of Peninsular- 


made images dwindled. So the country. 


people began to fashion their own, 
Native craftsmen discarded the plas- 
ter coating, started carving the figures 
in several pieces, and introduced vivid 
reds, greens, blues, golds, and yellows 
that reflected the tropical island land- 
scapes. 


plied in contrasting tones over the base 
colors, heightened the exotic and unre- 
strained effect. Some images are as 
much as two feet high, but most meas- 
ure no more than four to 12 inches. 
The vast majority of these treasures 
of Puerto Rican folk art have come 
from the hands of santeros or saint mak- 
ers, who devote themselves more or 
less exclusively to this work.

goods firm. And the santero, with his 
work no longer demanded or cher- 
ished, has all but ceased to exist. 

Another feature of the old-time 
Puerto Rican yuletide was the celebra- 
tion of the Day of the Holy Innocents 
(Dec, 28), anniversary of Herod’s slay- 
ing of all new-born infants in an effort 
to destroy the Messiah. 


Drama, Music and Flowers 


In some parts of the island the ob- 
servance centered around a simple 
drama. A woman of the community 
“kidnaped” a child and hid it in her 
home for a few hours while she pre- 
pared new clothing for it. Later in 
the day the child’s mother. accom- 
panied by her friends, went from house 
to house searching and inquiring for it 
in song. 

When she reached the right house, 
the baby was returned to her clad in 
its new finery, and she then invited 
everybody to her home for refresh- 
ments, 


In other districts masked and cos- 
tumed children, wearing crowns and 
carrying wooden swords, set out at noon 
on Dec. 27 and went from house to 
house staging mock fights. presumably 
in imitation of Herod's soldiers. Their 
performanee was rewarded with tradi- 
tional Christmas delicacies. 


The Christmas season also brings out 
the roving bands of musicians known 
as trullas or parrandas that play and 
sing at people’s homes, much like the 
traditional carolers of England and the 
United States. But the flute, lyre, and 
violin are replated by the guitar, the 
cuatro (a five- or 10-stringed rustic in- 
strument, with lower tone and smaller 
range than the guitar), maracas, and 
that wonderful Caribbean percussion in- 
strument, the guiro, made from a hol- 
lowed and dried gourd. 


Besides Puerto Rico's own agquinaldos 


(earols) and non-seasonal country music, 


the repertoire of the parrandas includes 

a wide variety of Spanish and Spanish-

Along an Old Road 


JOURNEY TO BETHLEHEM. by Delos W. Lovelace, 
(Thomas Y. Croweli Co., 215 pes, $3.) 


The great Roman road began at 
Capernaum by the Sea of Galilee. It 
turned south at Nazareth and stretched 
far over hill and plain to Jerusalem, 
and to Bethlehem beyond. Although still 
in process of building t was thronged 
by day with travelers from many lands. 
By night only the imperial couriers of 
Caesar hurried over its granite blocks. 

Today there is unusual activity along 
the new highway. Augustus has de- 
creed that all the world should be taxed, 
everyone in his own city. Though it is 
winter thousands of the people of Israel 
are hastening to comply. 

“And Joseph also went up from Gall- 
lee, out of the city of Nazareth, into 
Judea, unto the city of David, which is 
called Bethlehem (because he was of 
the house and lineage of David) to be 
taxed with Mary his espoused wife, be- 
ing great with child.”

In “Journey to Bethlehem” Delos W. 
Lovelace tells with imagination and with 
tenderness the story of the journey 
which changed the world. But here is 
no religious treatise nor profound 
philosophical discussion. 

The author writes of Joseph and Mary 
as he thinks they had to be before they 
became towering figures in the Chris- 
tian tradition. He makes us see them 
as a couple of fine, common people, who 
might be your neighbors or mine; and 
who, through no fault of their own, 
are in trouble. 

For the journey to Bethlehem is not 
an easy one, especially for Mary so 


Soon to become a mother. To provide a 


litter for his wife would cost more than 
Joseph, the carpenter, ean afford. So 
Mary rides the donkey, Briar. 

At this season of the year cold winds 
sweep down from the Lebanons. There 
is sure to be rain and there may be 
snow. With so many people traveling it 
may be difficult to find shelter in the 
inns. Robbers frequently attack travel- 
ers and the Roman soldiery is not al- 
ways to be trusted by the people.

But Mary is sure that the journey 
will turn out all right. She feels that 
She can trust her husband to protect 
her and to bring her and her child 
Safely home again. As she rides she 
smiles on shepherds and camel] drivers, 
on Pharisees and Sadducees, and on 
the people who, like Joseph and her- 
self, are traveling in compliance with 
the decree of the Emperor of Rome. 

Everyone, or almost everyone, smiles 
back. But there are exceptions. Joseph 
becomes aware of an undercurrent of 
emotion. A rumor has been circulating 
lately. It revives an old prophesy and 
foretells the imminent birth of a new 
ruler of the Jews—the Messiah. 

Joseph wonders what troubles the 
rumor may cause; what suspicious scru- 
tiny Mary may come under. The Romans 
and Herod, their puppet king, may be- 
lieve that such a rumor portends re- 
volt. Even now the hills shelter thou- 
sands of Zealots sworn to drive the 
oppressors from the land.

Of these forbodings Mary is blissfully 
ignorant, as day by day the journey con- 
tinues with new sights and new expe- 
riences, There is a pleasant meeting 
with the Roman Vedius Ruseo Phillipus, 
Joseph's friend. There is an unfortunate 
encounter with Panthera, the centurion. 

The travelers witness the hunting 
down of a Zealot and see him hanging 
on a cross where the Legionaries have 
crucified him. Shunem, Sebaste, She- 
chem and Jerusalem are reached and 
passed in turn. | 

Finally the road swings upward, 
passes the sweet well for which David 
longed, and brings them to Bethlehem’s 
ancient gate, The inn is already full but 
the innkeeper makes a place for the 
travelers in the stable. That night Mary 
brought forth her, first born. 

“The radiance which turned that night 
into day was not a light familiar to 
men.” And as Esrom, the shepherd, 
said to Joseph: “No other men have 
ever heard a thing so great or seen 80 
great a thing.“

RECESSION,’ SAYS 
PAUL DOUGLAS 


Senator Asserts Econom- 

ic Situation Might 
Have Seeds of Full- 
Scale Slump. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 23 (AP) 
— Senator Paul Douglas Dem.), 
Illinois, asserted today this coun- 
try is in a “real recession” which 
might contain the seeds of a 
full scale depression. 

Avoiding any 8 that 
a depression 
Douglas urged the Eisenhower 
Administraton to prepare a 
standby program which could be 
used instantly if “the cumula- 
tive forces of economic break- 
down” continue. 
The Administraton has been 
reported blueprinting such a 
program, although officials have 
publicly discounted that any- 
thing more than a normal read- 
justment from unusually high 
business activity is in progress. 
Minimum Needs. 


Douglas, a former University 
of Chicago economics professor 
and the auther of several books 
on economics, said in an inter- 
view that such an anti-depression 
program should embrace as a 
minimum: 

1.A further decrease of 
„consumption taxes,” such as 
excise levies, to lower prices 
and thus stimulate buying. In 
this connection, the senator 
said he will support the ex- 
cise tax cut of about a billion 
dollars scheduled for April 1. 
President Eisenhower has 
asked that it be postponed in- 
definitely. 

2. An increase ih personal 
exemptions for income tax 
purposes, a step which Doug- 
las said would increase spend- 
ing faster than any across- 
the-board income tax cut. 

3. A public works program, 
with emphasis on slum clear- 
ance, public housing, highway 
construction, and school and 
hospital construction. 

Not Forecasting Slump. 

Douglas took pains to empha- 
size he was not forecasting a 
depression. But he said these 

economic indicators are worth 
study: The farm implement busi- 
ness has been “hit very, very 
hard”; the automobile industry 
is “beginning to feel the pinch” 
and steel demand js off; freight 
car loadings were off 12 per cent 
last month from the previous 
November; Montgomery Ward 
sales were down 15 per cent un- 
der the same year. 

He said the most. important 
depression antidote is an in- 
crease in the spending power of 
the average consumer. 

By next spring, he said, the 
Administration should have a 
clear indication whether a de-

Care of the Feet 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


F the circulation in your feet is poor, you may avoid 
serious complications for many years by hygienic foot 
care and by giving up smoking. Though cold feet is one 
symptom, not everyone with cold feet has poor circulation. 
Two diseases produce lack of sufficient blood supply 
to the feet. One of these is thromboangiitis obliterans or 
Buerger's disease—inflammation of the lining of the blood 
vessels in the legs with clots forming to block the flow of 
blood. The other disease is arteriosclerosis obliterans, the 
same sort of disease that blocks up coronary arteries to pro- 
duce heart attacks or brain arteries to produce strokes.

IF YOU HAVE cold feet. plus a wasting df the muscles 
of the leg or feet, white feet when théy are raised above 
your head and red feet when they are hanging down over 
the edge of the bed or chair, you had better see your doctor 
for specific treatment and advice. He can distinguish 
between the two diseases that lessen the blood supply to 
the feet. 

Buerger's disease usually begins before age 45, often 
as young as 25 to 30 years. It’s usually in nervous, energetic 
people who are heavy smokers. el 

Arteriosclerosis of the leg arteries, just as in arteries 
elsewhere in the body, usually doesn't make its appearance 
until after age 45 and there's often some other evidence of 
its presence. 

If you do have poor circulation in the legs and feet, 
you have to learn to take care of them if you expect to 
save them. 

Dr. Walter G., Maddock, professor of surgery at North- 
western University School of Medicine, emphasized this in 
his talk before the American Medical Association meeting 
in St. Louis, Dec. 3. He said, “Destructive infections or 
gangrene often follow the damage done by exposure of the 
feet to cold or to minor injuries such as are produced by 
the rubbing of poorly fitting shoes, Special care must be 
taken that calluses be treated gently and ingrown toenails 
be clipped cautiously to avoid damage to the soft flesh 
through which infection might begin.

HE WARNED THAT, “Smoking is a very serious handi- 
cap to patients with chronic diseases of leg arteries because 
it produces a contraction of the small vessels, further less- 
ering the already deficient blood supply. Most doctors fecl 
that treatment is useless as long as smoking continues, par- 
‘feularly for patients with Buerger’s disease. They often 
refuse to handle the case unless smoking is stopped. When 
the price is the loss of a limb, it should be easy to give up 
the weed.” en / 

Other foot helps for such . careful washing 
of the feet daily with a soft cloth, rubbing them gently 
with a soft lanolin-base cream, daily changing of hose, 
cutting the nails straight across with scissors instead of a 
razor blade, and never putting your feet against hot stoves 
or radiators or hot water bottles or electric pads.

OTHING pleases children

Making part of the Christmas 
candy has always been a favorite 
project.

Many 7-year-olds ‘are so morose and moody that their 
mothers actually begin to worry.

Or has something 
which mother has done or has not done made her child so 
complaining and unhappy?

NEITHER, MOST LIKELY. His moody behavior is 
probably caused by the fact that he is 7. And almost as 
surely as he withdrew and brooded and moped ard sus- 
pected everybody of the worst at 7, he will emerge into the 
sunshine again at 8.

HRISTMAS cards are the 

most popular of all holiday 

ecards. Even valentines (which 
loom large in the lives of young 
people) fall far short of Christ 
mas cards in number carried 
through the mails.
